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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  March  increased 
$3.4  billion  or  1.6  percent  from  February  to  $216.1  billion. 
February  orders  were  approximately  the  same  as  January  at 
$212.6  billion.  New  orders  for  durable  goods  in  March  were 
up  $1.1  billion  or  1.0  percent,  revised  from  the  no  change 
reported  earlier.  Orders  for  nondurable  goods  increased 
$2.3  billion  or  2.3  percent  to  $100.6  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  March  increased  $5.4 
billion  or  2.6  percent  to  $214.4  billion,  exceeding  the  high 
in  December  of  $211.4  billion.  Durable  goods  shipments  were 
up  3.0  percent  and  nondurables  2.2  percent. 

,  Unfilled  orders  continued  increasing,  up  $1.7  billion 
or  0.4  percent  from  February  to  $414.3  billion  and  11.2 
percent  above  March  a  year  ago.  About  three-fourths  of  the 
orders  backlog  is  for  capital  goods.  The  nondefense  capital 
goods  backlog  is  19.3  percent  above  a  year  ago,  while 
defense  is  up  3.6  percent  for  that  period. 

Current  cost  inventories  in  March  increased  $0.8 
billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $339.4  billion..  Inventories  have 
been  increasing  since  June  when  they  were  estimated  at 
$321.6  billion.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  March 
was  1.58,  down  from  1.62  in  February. 

New  Orders 

The  increase  in  new  orders  for  durable  "goods  of  $1.1 
billion  resulted  from  partially  offsetting  increases  and 
decreases  in  the  various  industries.  The  largest  increase 
was  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $1.0  billion  or  3.4 
percent  to  $31.6  billion;  both  the  motor  vehicle  and  parts 
and  aircraft  and  parts  industries  were  up.  Primary  Metals 
increased  $0.6  billion  or  6.1  percent  to  $11.0  billion  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  $0.4  billion  or  2.1  percent  to  $20.1 
billion.  The  largest  decline  was  in  electrical  machinery, 
down  $0.6  billion  or  3.3  percent,  most  of  which  was  in 
communication  equipment. 

The  largest  increases  in  the  nondurable  goods 
industries  were  in  chemicals,  tobacco  products,  and  rubber 
and  plastics  products. 
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or  5.8  percent  to 
$10.9  billion,  nonelectrical  machinery  $0.6  billion  or  2.9 
percent  to  $20.2  billion  and  electrical  machinery  $0.3 
billion  or  1.4  percent  to  $19.8  billion. 

The  increase  in  nondurable  goods  shipments  of  $2.2 
billion  was  concentrated  in  the  chemicals,  tobacco,  and 
rubber  and  plastics  industries.  Chemicals  increased  $0.8 
billion  or  4.4  percent,  tobacco  $0.6  billion  or  43.7  percent 
and  rubber  and  plastics  $0.5  billion  or  6.7  percent. 

Unfilled  Orders 

The  increase  in  unfilled  orders  resulted  from  a  large 
increase  in  transportation  equipment  more  than  offsetting  a 
decline  in  electrical  machinery.  Within  transportation 
equipment,  aircraft  and  parts  increased  $2.7  billion  or  1.7 
percent,  most  of  which  was  in  defense.  Within  electrical 
machinery,  communication  equipment  declined  $1.4  billion  or 
2.0  percent,  most  of  which  was  also  in  defense. 

Inventories 


Increases  of  durable  goods  inventories  were 
concentrated  in  the  transportation  equipment  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  industries,  each  up  $0.5  billion. 
The  largest  increases  in  nondurable  inventories  were  in 
petroleum  products,  food,  and  apparel. 

Inventories  of  materials  and  supplies  increased  in  both 
durables  and  nondurables;  durables  increased  1.0  percent  and 
nondurables  0.9  percent.  Work  in  process  and  finished  goods 
in  the  durables  sector  showed  little  change  from  February; 
while  for  nondurables,  work  in  process  increased  1.5  percent 
and  finished  goods  declined  0.7  percent.

Nondefense  capital  goods  include  machinery,  except  electrical  (excluding  farm  machinery  and  equipment  and  machine  shops);  electrical  machinery  (excluding 
household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  and  electronic  components);  railroad  equipment;  and  the  nondefense  portions  of  ordnance;  communication  equipment;  air- 
craft and  aircraft  parts;  and  shipbuilding,  converting  and  repairing. 

Defense  capital  goods  include  ordnance,  communication  equipment,  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts,  and  shipbuilding  converting  and  repairing.   The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
